es Cadets Who Don’t Join 


Under the provisions of the pay-back measure 
(already im effect for Army ROTC and to be in effect 
within a year for Aw Force and Navy ROTC), a 
student who bails out of the program anywhere along 
the line is obhgated to pay back the total amount 
spent on him. Under old provisions, the student 
could leave ROTC after the first two years without 
obligation. Some used what Wheeler described as 

devious ways” and ‘ loopholes” in order to escape 
their military duty, even alter using a 4-year 
scholarship 

As tar as CSUS ROTC cadets go, they seem to fit 
Wheeler's description. Capt. Joseph Mateo, Assist 
ant Professor of Aerospace Studies, feels that most of 
the cadets who are unqualihed and the bad apples are 
weeded out through tests (including attitude evalua 
tions), a physical and field training during the 
summer

In any case, ROTC cadets have not held a « orner, 
on college student rip-offs. Milhons of dollars have 
not been repaid as thousands of « ollege students have 
detaulted on their loans for education 

In one case, a husband-wile team took Uncle Sam 
to the cleaners. After one was trained as a doctor and 
the other as a lawyer, they both defaulted on thew 
student loans so as to start off ther careers out of 
debt. One has to wonder if they continue to stay out 
of debt by fleecing thew patients and chents with 
unneeded med al treatments and legal advice. 

Maybe we're better off since the thousands who 
were able to attend college under ROTC scholarships 
and then renege on their commitments were never 
forced to serve. As officers, they would have been the 
ones responsible for scores, hundreds, or thousands 
of soldiers, sailors or airmen under therm; the ones 
tlying B-52's and eventually the B-1's loaded with 
nuclear weapons, and the ones commanding nuclear 
mussile units. If they starked their duty once by not 
wanting to serve, what kind of officers would they 
have made had they been forced to serve? Especially 
with the lives of others resting on thew decisions? 

Then again, a solution ike “Operation Recycle” 
would allow those who got a college degree courtesy 
of ROTC and then refused to become a commissi 
oned officer, to instead become a private for a few 
years 

That way they could wash and refuel the B-52’s 
instead of bemg part of the flight crew, guard the 
nuciear missile sights with M-16's instead of 
command them, and in short, take orders instead of 
give thera

100 Million Would Die in Nuke War 


‘In a major exchange of nuclear weaponry 
between the United States and the Soviet Umon, 100 
milhon fatalities might be anticipated in each 
country, said the New England Journal of Medicine 
in a recent article on the effects of a nuclear war 

There are currently over 50,000 nuclear 
Almost all of these, an 
estimated 99 percent, belong to the United States 
and the USSR 

The primary purpose of this country's strategn 
nuclear force is to deter the USSR from launc hing an 
attack on the US. By building up the quantity of 
weapons the US has, a nuclear war has been 
prevented thus far because of the implied total 
destruction. The USSR has a similar plan of action, 
and 1s also building up its nuclear weaponry. 

The result is an out-of-control arms race, with 
much insecurity on both sides. 

An all-out nuclear war would not be survivable. 
The instant death rate of 100 million people, 
combined with the long range medical effects of 
nuclear war, would completely destroy life on this 
planet. 

Plutonium, one of the substances used in creating 
nuclear weapons, is one of the most toxic substances 
known. The hail-life of plutonium, the generation of 
the radioactive substance to a more stable substance, 
is 24,000 years.

From an economic standpoint, we cannot afford 
nuclear weaponry. The government is still pumping 
an enormous sum of money into the nuclear weapons 
industry at a time when the federal budget is being 
drastically reduced. In 1979, it cost the United States 
tive bilhon dollars to purchase 464 cruise missiles 
and 108 nuclear ballastic missiles 


The nuclear freeze initiative is one attempt at 


stopping the arms race. Basically, the initiative calls 
for a bilateral US-USSR halt to the testing, 
production and deployment of nuclear weapons. 


The initiative needs 346,119 signatures ot 


registered voters to be placed on the November 1982 
ballot. The freeze can then become an issue of public 
debate, thereby letting the public voice be heard. 


Campaigns similar to the California initiative are 
goug on across the country, because of the support 
needed to combat the multi-billion dollar nuclear 
weapons industry. 

The USSR has already shown its support for a 
weapons freeze by signing SALT I. It is now our 
turn to show that the nuclear arms race is one that we 


don t want to run.

“The French Lieutenant's Woman” is one of the most 
beautiful films made during the past decade. Given its 
unusual structure, it is amazingly smooth and coherent. It 
should probably win awards for its technical brilliance, its 
cinematography, editing, musical score, and its set and 
costume design. 

The film has moments of true inspiration, but what does 
all of this add up to? Some will call it unfair to compare the 
movie to the book on which it is based, but this is a rather 
silly complaint since the whole structure of the movie 1s 
built around the structure of the book. 

John Fowles’ novel, The French Lieutenant's Woman, 
was published in 1969, and it took over ten years for 
someone to figure out how to incorporate the ambiguous 
double ending of the book into a coherent movie. To solve 
this problem screenwriter Harold Pinter and director Karel 
Reisz have created a film-within-a-film so that we have the 
love story of the movie being filmed intercut with the love 
story of the actors who are starring in the film; each story 
having its own ending. 

This is a clever and even ingenious idea, but this 
cleverness finally becomes the main point of the film, 
obscuring all of the issues and ideas with which the book is 
filled. 

There will be those who go to this movie expecting a 
love story along the lines of last year's “Tess” and perhaps 


then any adjustments are a ste p back 


but the novel, however, 1s not 


basically a love story. It is a story of ideas to which the love 


will accept tt as such 
story serves as a base. It is an examination of both the 
Victonan novel and of the passing of the Victorian Age 
itself. The novelist continually interrupts his story to make 
fun of the idea of the writer as a god while at the same time 
very humorously explaining each of his charactersin 
relation to their historical setting. He refers to Darwin 
Freud, Marx and many other men who have changed our 
ideas about society and the arts 


The biggest problem with the movie is that, except tor 
comical references to Darwin, most of the sociological 
history about the Victorian and modern periods 1s simply 
excluded. The movie-within-a-movie format is supposed to 
bring in something similar to the objective wowe of the 
novelist in the book, but while it works well enough 
visually, it fails to bring in the great body of Fowles 
concern with such things as time, progress, society and 
evolution. We see that two love stones can be intercut with 
little distraction, but so what 

Meryl Streep plays the title roles of Sarah Woodruff and 
the actress Anna. Although there has been a great deal of 
media hype about her playing two roles, her conception of 
Sarah is wrong. Fowles’ Sarah is the epitome of the woman 
0: mystery, but her mystery lies in her relation to history 
and in the ways in which she differs from the average 
Victorian woman. She is a precursor of a new period. She 
desires intelligence, beauty and learning when it was 
thought that the Victorian woman had no night to such

deswes. She dares to assume an equality of intellect with a 
man at time when a woman didnt contradict a man's 
opimon. She chooses to be called the French Lieutenant's 
whore so that she might be a symbol of all women 


oppressed hke herself 


Tere is one scene in which Streep’s Sarah stands at the 
end of the Lyme quay and turns slowly toward the camera 
as the ocean mist encircles her face in which she possesses 
a true mystery. This is the only moment in the film when 
Sarah embodies all of the ambiguities and strengths of her 
counterpartin the novel. Streep's Sarah is too timid, 
always making tentative, frightened head movements. She 
1s consciously cunning as she undoes her hair in an effort to 
emotionally seduce Charles Smithson; whereas in the 
novel, she is innately powerful. When she says to Charles 
upon their reurson near the end of the movie, “It has taken 
me this wng to find myself,” it sounds trivial, and just what 
she has found is not clear. 

The problems with the Sarah Woodruff of the movie 
are not all a result of Streep's performance, however, since 
mayor scenes from the book when we see her strength, such 
as when she tells off the hypocritical Mrs. Poulteney, are 
omitted from the movie. Robbed of her historical context, 
Sarah Woodruff becomes merely the poor “tragedy” that 
the unsympathetic local people call her. 

Sull, there are some wonderful parts to this movie. 
Streep is lovely as the actress, Anna. Although this 
romance between the actors is too underdeveloped to show 
anything significant about the differences and similarities

between the Victorian Age and the present period, it is 
intercut with great wit and humor 

Jeremy lrons plays the duai roles of the actor, Michael, 
and Charles Smithson, the gentleman paleontologist who 
first becomes engaged to the innocently frivolous 
Ernestina and then breaks off the engagement, greatly 
damaging his reputation and social standing, after fallin 
under the spell of the socially inferior Sarah. Itis a 
marvelous performance which at least suggests thal the 
Charles-Sarah romance 1s more than a simple love story 

Lynsey Baxter nearly steals the movie as the jilted 
Ernestina. In fact, it is she who has the most moving and 
passionate scene in the film after Charles tosses her aside 


Patience Collier as Mrs. Poulteney, who hires 
Woodruff as a means of filling the necessary quota of good 
works required for getting into heaven, is despicable and 
hilarious. One of the best moments in the film occurs when 
she is lecturing on the ummoral rise of animal behavior in 
the streets while stuffing her greedy little mouth with food. 


“The French Lieutenant's Woman” is enjoyable in the 
same way that a puzzle or game is enjoyable, Even while 


seeing it a second time | was capitavated not only by the 
sheer visual beauty of the film but by the smoothness with 
which the double ending is pulled off. Still, what is most 
fascinating about this film is that so much technical skill 
and so much intelligence finally add up to so little. An 
immeasurably interesting novel has been transformed, 
ironically, into a beautifully clever piece of Muff. ©

Rivera said that more than 30,000 
b} Salvadorans had been killed since 
the revolution began. The revolution 
she described as a scenario of 
Vietnam 

“There are over 100 U.S. com- 
pames in El Salvador,” said Rivera, 
They are brought here because 
they can pay workers one-filth what 
they pay U.S. workers. The compan- 
es are setup in a ‘free zone’ and pay 
no taxes.”

expected from a former humanities major whose last 
instruction in mathematics pre-dated the Nixon resigna- 

tion. Though she had not received any graded coursework 
back from her instructor, Halbrook was assured by him 
that she was not failing. 


“She asked me if she was doing all right, and | told her 
‘You are doing better than many of the others,’ ” de la 
Cuesta recently told the Hornet. 

While she was thus assured, Halbrook was still 
concerned about her progress in a course that was a 
prerequisite for her chosen graduate major. She sought 
outside tutorial help, and according to de la Cuesta, “she 
turned in good work.” She never knew for sure. 


The coursework consisted of math problems from the 
text and in-class examinations that became take-home 
examinations. The course was a refresher designed to lead 
the student from trigonometry to the threshold of calculus 
In Halbrook’s estimation, the course as taught by the 
instructor led nowhere 


When it came time to take the final examination, the 
text, normaily available for take-home examinations, wes 
not used. Halbrook failed the final exam. She never knew 
until he received her grade after the semester that she had 
failed the course. 

To someone who had maintained a 3.34 undergradu- 
ate average an NC (no credit) looked like an “F.” She 
would have to take the course over 

Im June, Halbrook sent CSUS President W. Lloyd 
Johns a letter accusing de la Cuesta of “teaching 
incompetence” and neglecting to use “a definite grading 
system.” In her letter, Halbrook demanded that ‘‘My 
record be cleared immediately of the NC’;' and that she be 
provided “restitution for time and materials lost 

Copies of the letter were sent to Etterbeek and de la 
Cuesta and were the basis of the grievance procedure 
initiated in Fall 1980. 

Halbrook arrived at a $661.86 figure by computing

ume in-and out-of-class multiplied by $3.10 (minimum 
wage) added to $1.85 daily cost of transportation times 59 
days of driving, plus the cost of the portion of fees 
represented by the class and the cost of the textbook. 


Under the topic of “teaching incompetence,’ Halbrook 

outlined the following charges, which « ompnse violations 
of the Student Rights and Responsibilities, enacted in 

1978 by the CSUS academic and student senates 

@ “At the beginning of the semester, Dr. de la Cuesta 
began lecturing on material in the last chapter of the 
textbook, without informing the students what chapter he 
was in.” 

@ “Few class lectures were on material in the textbook, 
and these were more confusing than clarifying.” 


@ “When questioned about the final, Dr. de la Cuesta 
kept changing his mind. First it was to be a take-home 
final, Then it was to be an oral final. Finally, one week 
before finals week, he decided to give us an in-class wntten 
final.” 

@ “With two weeks of instruction left, Dr. de la Cuesta 
decided to quiz the class on all chapters in the book. One 
week later he changed his mind and told us to turnin all the 
even-numbered problems at the end of the chapters that we

had not been quizzed on.” 

Taken as a whole and broadly interpreted, these 
charges are violations of paragraph B of Section | of the 
Student Rights and Responsibilities, “Rights in the 
Classroom,” which states that students have a right to 
expect “thoughtfully prepared presentations which are 
purposefully related to the stated objectives of the course, 
consonant with the description in the course catalog.” 


Certainly the frequent changes of procedure suggested 
by the last two charges indicate a lack of follow-through 
preparation, to which de la Cuesta admitted, and cast 
doubt on whether the course was ‘thoughtfully prepared.” 
There is too much of an ad lib element to suggest 
otherwise. 

De la Cuesta told the Hornet that he had good reasons 
for his freauent shifts in procedure. These will be brought 
out later im this series. 


De la Cuesta denied the second charge. While he did 
not follow the text to the letter, he said he did expand on 
themes ignored or underplayed in the text 


“Tl brought in the counting of combinations through a 
method | have developed through research and | showed it 
to them,” de ia Cuesta said. “And | introduced some 
logical concepts al the beginning (implications, truth 
tables, etc.) and | worked on some set theory.” 

The logic was not included in the text. De la Cuesta 
conceded that perhaps he had been “a little too abstract.” 

More specific were Halbrook's charges under the 


heading “Grading System”: 


s There 


information on course objectives, standards, evaluation 


was no written statement containing 


or attendance.” 

@ “The evaluating proc edure was irregular, and tests 
initiated were then turned into take-home tests 

@ “Tests were graded and were not handed back. Dr 
de la Cuesta specifically told me that he didn't have time to 
grade all the tests.” 

@® “Homework handed in was never returned, and to 


my understanding, was never graded.” 


The last two charges are violations of paragraph D of 
Section | of Student Rights and Responsibilities 


“That the students will be provided with an opportunity 
to review and discuss any graded examinations and 
papers. It is expected that examinations will be graded 
within a sufficiently appropriate time to make the 
examinations part of the student's learning experience 
Students will have the nght to discuss and review all tests 
and papers by the last academic day of each semester, if 
feasible 

De la Cuesta admitted that he had fallen behind in 
grading tests and homework, for reasons which will be 
discussed later in this series, as the Hiibrook grievance is 


more closely examined. 


Most important are the first and second « harges 
violations of paragraph C of Section | of the Students 
Rights and Responsibilities, which stipulates that 

instructors will inform (students) of the methods 
employed in determining the final course grade.” 


De la Cuesta admitted that no such information was 
given 

In his defense, de la Cuesta said that he had never 
been instructed in student rights and responsibilities 
by the mathematics department. He said he had been 
provided with a copy of the formal Student Rights and 
Responsibihties document after the grievance had been 
brought against him. 


As a non-tenured, part-time lecturer, de la Cuesta 
would have been vulnerable to student c omplaints against 
him. For that reason alone. famsharity with Student Rights 
and Responsibilities would have been critical in his 
preparation of class lectures 


Government Prof. Richard D. Hughes, who sat on the 
panel that heard the Halbrook gnevance, told the Hornet 
that copies of the document were difficult to obtain from 
the math department dunng the proceeding. At issue is the 
mathernatics department's concern both for its non 
tenured faculty and the students they teach 

It might be noted that Prof. de la Cuesta was not rehired
